* (Prom Prubner’s Oriental Record.) 


Cuinsse Lireraturg.—-A+somewhat noticeable 
publication has recently been issued, at Peking, in 
the shape of a translation into Chinese of Wheaton's 
International Law, which, at tue instance of the U, 
8; Minister, has been brought out at the expense of 


. ,the Imperial Government, ‘The franslation is the 


work of an Ameiican ‘missionary, the Rev. A. P. 
Martin, whose rough version has been recast into’ 
classical Chinese ‘by a commission of four native 
officials, of high Nterary rank, under the auspices of 
. the Foreign Boar®,, A copy of the work, which js 
beautifully printed in four thin volumes, has but just 
reached me, 50 I ant unable to pronounce upon the 
nature of the translation by a comparison with the 
original, arid, indeed, the translator, in his Preface, 
declares ‘that, his work is rather a paraphrase thari an 
actual renctering of Wheaton’s ‘celebrated treatise, 
Ingiving his work this character, if it was to be put 
atall ina Chinese fori, Mr Martinacted no doubt very . 
wisely, shace prolix discussions on abstract right, the 
very prin ciples of which are utterly denied by all or- 
thodox Chinese, could not be presumed to render much , 
service for-the present in an official point of view. 
It may ‘indeed be questioned with great trath, 
whether a treatise of any kind on international Jaw 
isi likely to be of. real service to the Chinese or to 
foreigners in the conduct jof their: Treaty’ relations. 
e begin by placing the Chinese Government beyond 
‘he pale of civilized Powers, to whom alone the term 
“international law " has any signification, and we 
ind ourselves as well as it. to observe conditions, 
which international law expressly teaches us are at
